time exclusively to the FPCC 
He indicated that he was not 
yet convinced that Castro 
'was a Communist. . 1

munist,” said Oswaid. “He 
is an experimenter, a peri 
son who is trying to find 
the best way for his coun- 
try. If he chooses a Socialist 
or a Marxist or a Commu- 
nist way of life that is 
something on which only 
the Cuban people can 
pass.”

“Whether : he was self-, 
taught or •• professionally 
trained through propaganda, 
is something only further in-! 
vestigation. will tell,” said: 
Butler whose organization is

The tape recording, which 
Butler said- was ' turned over 
yesterday to New O rl.e ans 
Dist. Atty. Jim Garrison, also 
included Oswald’s belief that

even, on occasion.” 

Oswald was asked if he 
| thought the' 'United States 
-ever wanted to help Castro. 
He replied: 

“True to our democratic : 

; principles, certain policies 


were adopted, very late, but; 
adopted, that the govern-^ 
ment help Fidel Castro., 
while he was still in the,., 
mountains. We cut off aid: \ 
to Batista just before the ,, 
■ revolution, but just before— 
; it. That was too late. We 
/had already done more 
harm than we could have 
I done before. -
